An overheard conversation late 
last night in a downtown San Ra­ 
fael bar and a grouping of teen­ 
agers on the courthouse lawn late 
last night was followed by rein­ 
forcement of the county jail guard 
to head off a possible try to “spring­ 
ing” an inmate. 
More than 50 sheriff’s deputies, 
posse members, and San QuenUn 
guards responded to an alarm 
sounded by the deputy sheriff on 
duty, Undcrsheriff Don Midyett 
said.A group of teen-agers, whose 
exact number could not be deter­ 
mined, were found sitting on* the 
courthouse grounds in an “Indian- 
like, eerie” circle, the undersheriff 
said. Their number was unofficially 
estimated at figures ranging from 
75 to 150. 
Shortly before they arrived on 
the grounds. San Rafael police were 
tipped off by an unidentified man 


who said he had overheard two 
young men in a bar talking about 
“springing” Leroy Chaney, 21, Mill 
Valley, from the Jail. 
Chaney was arrested early Sun­ 
day for his part in a teen-age riot 
at Stinson Beach and faces pos­ 
sible burglary and , parole violation 
charges, authorities said. 
When armed guards began ar­ 
riving at the Jail, the young men 
began dispersing. By the time peak 
strength had been reached in the 
guard contingent, no youths were 
in the area. 
There were no incidents reported 
b/ the sheriff’s office. None of the 
youths attempted to enter the 
courthouse.

“We get about $400,000 a year 
from the state gas tax fund.” the 
chairman explained, “a property tax 
is limited to 40 cents by law, anc 
thus would bring in only $320,000 at 
our present assessed valuation.* 
“I know of no other means of fi­ 
nancing,” Bagshaw said. 
The chairman answered objections 
that under a bond issue residents of 
cities would be paying for 
done 
in unincorporated areas in the 
county. 
Work to be proposed in the mas­ 
ter plan is on roads of general 
county importance in both cities and 
the county. Such projects as the re­ 
construction of the Miracle Mile, 
while it Is In San Rafael and San 
Anselmo, are included In the mas­ 
ter plan, Bagshaw said*. 
“We must look' at the county as a 
whole,” the supervisor declared. “We 
must go to the people and say. Tf 
you vote these bonds, these things 
will be done’.” 
Next week at the County Super­ 
visors Association meeting at Santa 
Cruz, Bagshaw will Introduce a 
resolution calling for an increase in 
the state gas tax. 
Yesterday the supervisors ap­ 
proved a $403.000 road work pro­ 
gram, representing a final equaliza­ 
tion of work to be done with state 
gas tax funds available. The pro-

The supervisors overruled a county 
planning commission recommenda­ 
tion for 65-foot setbacks on the 
front of the lots, which the com­ 
mission said will be required by the 
master road plan. The setback will 
be the 25 feet normally required 
by the county ordinance. 
In support of her arguments. 
Planning Director Mary R. Gilkcy 
presented the Ross Valley portion of 
the master road plan. 
It showed a four-lane limited ac­ 
cess freeway on the old railroad 
right-of-way from Larkspur to San 
Anselmo paralleling Sir Francis 
Drake highwsf #. 
. 
• Other major items on the plan 
were two roads connecting Sir Fran­ 
cis Drake with the new. highway 
across the Corte Madera creek 
marsh and a complicated traffic in­ 
terchange structure between the 
Greenbrae and Corte Madera inter­ 
sections. 
The Kent Woodlands developers, 
represented by attorney Carlos 
Freitas, argued that the county had 
no right to demand the 65-foot set­ 
backs unless it wanted to condemn 
the land. 
“If the board Is serious about its 
road plan,” Freitas said, “it should 
condemn the property.” Otherwise, 
he added, large setback require­ 
ments amount to complete “confis­ 
cation” of the land. 
Freitas argued that prospective 
buyers would not purchase the prop­ 
erty if they had to put their homes 
65 feet from the present property 
line. He also said a high' speed 
highway would lower property 
values.

Doni Forget Death Lurks 
Along Highways Of Marin

Marin*s roads and fiigliways are becoming 
dangerous places—where, perhaps in time, only 
the most daring will venture to drive. 
Last week the twenty-second fleath of the 
year was recorded at Alto when a 91-year-oId 
man was killed by a car. 
The week before; Marin's twenty-first traffic 
fatality was recorded in the death of a Peta­ 
luma woman who died In a San Francisco i 
bospital as result of injuries suffered near 
Novato on Highway 101. 
• 


The twentieth death was recorded the week 
before when another woman died of injuries 
suffered on the Highway 101 strip between^ 
Greenbrae bridge and Corte Madera Wye. 


According to the California Highway PatroL^ 
there were fifteen traffic deaths for same period 
in 1950, as compared to our present record. , 


Which all may go to show only that some 
. years traffic deaths are greater than other 
• years, sometimes less. 
It is that easily dis^ 
missed-a shrug a death, a smashed car, a wait 
in traffk-and then another hurry-up to get 
somewhere else. 
It is impossible, of course, to record with 
complete ccuracy and detail just what happens 
in such accidents—or indeed, just w’hat happens 
in any accident. 
But it seems reasonable to say that many 
, accidents arc the result of bad driving, fast 
driving, careless driving, rude driving . . . how 
big a list can be made • . • It would be a big \ 
* list. 
That isn't all. Many highway deaths occur 
through the fault of a pedestrian. This brings 
to thought that anyone who travels by foot on 
Marin highways, especially 101, should be espe­ 
cially alert. The highway just isn't made for 
pedestrians. 
And accidents sometimes are the result of 
something else. 


Bad roads and bad highways. 
Unfortunately California is growing so fast 
that it can not take care of all its roads in the 


manner which Californians would like to have 
them taken care of. There is too little money, 
for one thing. 


But, fortunately, with what little money 
there is, Marin is getting a good share of funds 
for fixing bad roads and highways. Not enough. 
Never enough. But, something is being done. 


Improvements in roads, of course, are not 
k enough. 
Improvements in driving—constant 
alertness—are essential elements in paving the 
road to fewer accidents. 


We Americans have just whipped ourselves 
up a large graveyard full of. lost lives—those 
lost, mostlf in traffic, over the Labor Day 
weekend. It could be said that the fictitious 
character of “Death (Takes a Holiday") did 
not take a holiday this time—or if he did, he 
rode right along on the highways, his basket 
of bodies getting fuller and fuller. 


Marin's basket of bodies is getting fuller and 
fuller too-and yet motorists on Highway 101 
seem to be curious about that basket—and.press 
for a look inside. 


For example, recentiy a driver on Highway 
101 reached the Greenbrae bridge via a wrong 
lane from San Quentin. Realizing some kind 
of mistake, the driver then executed a U-turn 
on the bridge. Suicide, we'd call it. 


The traffic channeling arrangement at 
Greenbrae Wye, is not the best we've seen. It 
may be better than the country-style crossroads 
arrangement that existed as recently as three 
years ago. 


It is still not good. But, a motorist, unhappy 
about a wrong direction would have done well 
to think twice about that U-turn—before invit­ 
ing death. 


How are your reflexes? Want a peek in tlie 
basket? 
We have had a peek, hearing these 
reports, a peek by proxy. But, even from that 
somewhat distant peering, we find our reflec­ 
tion staring back from the depths, staring back 
from among twenty-two faces, all dead.

In the followihf dispatch the 
United Press manager for Asia 
dfscnises the quesllon that is 
esusinf a stir throughout the 
wOTld. The writer is a veteran 
Far Eastern correspondent and 
covered the recent Japanese 
peace treaty conference In San 
.Francisco.)

SAN FRANCISCO OJ.» —Japan 
now must choose between Com­ 
munist and Nationalist China. 
While the Japanese may stall 
the decision as long as possible 
they will be faced with a major 
problem so long as two Chinese 
govemmcnts exist. Present evi­ 
dence indicates Japan will turn 
thumbs down on the Reds—at least 
for the time being—and favor the 
Chiang Kai-shek government on 
Formosa. 
Japan's peace conference delega­ 
tion returned to Tokyo last week 
faced with deciding the ticklish 
question of what to do about China 
and some of her other Important 
Asiatic neighbors who did not sign 
the San Francisco document. 


CHINA, INDIA AND Burma 
head the list of Far East nations 
not represented at the signing con­ 
cluded here last week. India has 
announced her willingness to sign 
a separate treaty with Japan. 
Burma probably will follow suit. 
Although both may be Infiuenced 
by their proximity to Communist 
areas, observers are confident ob­ 
stacles to treaties between them 
and Japan will be overcome. 
China Is the headache. Not only 
are the Japanese worried but many 
western 
diplomats 
are 
almost 
equally concerned. There are high 
hopes among these diplomats who 
helped Japan get a treaty here— 
despite Russian road blocks—that 
Premier Yoshida and the Japanese 
government will make a wise 
choice. 
Some point to article 26 of the 
Japanese treaty which states Ja­ 
pan is prepared to conclude bilat­ 
eral treaties of similar nature with 
"any state which signed or ad­ 
hered to the United Nations dec­ 
laration of Jan. 1, 1942 and which 
Is at war with Japan or any state 
which previously formed a part of 
the territory of a state named in 


Article 23 which is not a signatory 
of the present tim ^.’' 


THE PMRASEOLOGT of this 
stipulation Is interpreted by some 
observers as pr|ictically binding 
Japan to conclude her peace treaty 
with China with the Natiofiallst 
government. 
Thus far the Japanese have not 
officially tipped their hand as to 
the course they will follow. Per­ 
haps they'hope to let time solve ' 
It if possible but many observers 
believe thatdf Japan were required 
to make a decision tomorrow she 
would conclude the treaty with the 
Nationalists, rather than with the 
Communists of China. 
They give these points to“«up- 
port their argument: 
1. Japan traditionally is opposed 
to Communism.. 
2. Japan traditionally is opposed 
to Russia and considers Commun­ 
ism a Russian export. 
3. The San 
Francisco treaty 
strongly 
points 
to 
Nationalist 
China as being the government 
that should represent China. 
4. Japan will be strongly influ­ 
enced by the United States be­ 
cause of the new close relation­ 
ship and probable future assist­ 
ance. 
5. There is a Chinese Nationalist 
mission already in Japan but no 
official representative from Com­ 
munist China. 
*6. Although Japan's manufac­ 
turers would like to do business 
with China such trade is not ab­ 
solutely necessary for Japan’s sur­ 
vival or economic well being as 
Premier Yoshida stated In his San

In times of great national emer­ 
gency a prophet may appear whose 
advice and warning If followed to 
time, can lead his people to salva­ 
tion. Such a modem day prophet 
Is our own Supreme Court Justice, 
William O. Douglas. Douglas even 
has the lean, furrowed, ever-so- 
sincere look of a prophet. 
Unfortunately, the study of his­ 
tory Indicates' that prophets are 
rarely recognized in their time ex­ 
cept to be stoned, pilloried and'^ 
crucified. The hateful remarks 
made in the U. S. Senate the other 
day would make it appear that 
the fate of Douglas will be no dif­ 
ferent than the unhappy endings 
of other wise men before him. 
Once upon a time the Roman 
Empire ruled the known world. If 
the advice of two brothers named 
Gracchi had been heeded, Rome 
probably would have been pre­ 
served and the light of civilisa­ 
tion would not have been extin­ 
guished for a thousand long yeats. 
But the Gracchi were assassinated 
because they spoke the truth and 
the truth stepped on the toes of 
certain wealthy and tofluentiai 
special interests. The Roman pub­ 
lic was too steeped in ignorapce 
and corruption, too confused and 
intimidated, too biased and preju­ 
diced to be able to save itself. 
Rome, rich and powerful, lost the 
respect and friendship of her al­ 
lies and when the showdown came, 
Rome went under. 
This analogy is apt because the 
Roman system was but a crude 
mticlpatlon of our own. 
Justice Douglas has made« most 
prophetic warning: In the present 
circumstances it is fatal for us to 
rely upon the military to save us. 
The military mind is trained to kill 
and destroy. And these are times 
that require the kind of states­ 
manship that is the very antithe­ 
sis of militarism. 
The military have performed 
well their job in Korear-three mil­ 
lion dead, ten million homeless, a 
whole nation destroyed. But what 
has it gained us? 
Have we gained the respect and

brother of the oil industry is grow­ 
ing so fast he is all but busttog 
his britches. . 
Synthetic fibers for your clothes, 
synthetic rubber and anti-freeze 
and anli-kno{;k for your cars, de­ 
tergents for your wash tub, sham­ 
poos for jmur hair—these are fa­ 
miliar and products of the indus­ 
try whose family name Is ethylene 
petro-chcmistry. 
These, and many other end 
products that start out to oil wcUs, 
are confidently expected to keep 
right on growing Into a bigger 
place to your life. 


REMEMBER 
WHEN? 


BY 1962 SYNTHETIC products 
will play such a part in your life 
that the ethylene pctro-chemical 
industry’s output will be 257 per 
cent greater than today, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Wayne E. Kuhn, man­ 
ager of the technical and research 
division of the Texas company. He 
says that the 1.5 billion pound 
output of 1950 will have grown to 
almost four bUllon pounds by then, 
and that the fastest growing of 
the Industry’s products—polyeth- 
lene, a plastic—will have jumped 
1,000 per-cent, or from 55 million 
pounds to 1950 to 5^ million 
pounds in 1962. 
Or look at it from the money 
angle. The petro-chemical Indus­ 
try-known as a little brother to 
the oU industry because it started 
as just a use for waste products— 
had 
capital investment of only 


1350 mUlion In 1940. This year It’i 
swelled to just under $2 billion. 
Ethylene is derived by cracking 
refinery or petroleum field gasea. 
It, in turn, through many and va­ 
ried processes becomes a part of 
such things as plastic.s, weed kill­ 
ers. anesthetics—or poison gas. Ita 
end products include materials 
used to making explosives, solvents, 
refrigerants. I n s e c t i c i d e s , and 
highly specialized components of 
aviation gasoline. 


“POLYETHYLENE WILL soon 
become the most important plastio 
to terms of pounds produced,” Dr. 
Kuhn predicts. “It is flexible at 
low temperatures. It has excellent 
electrical insulating properties. And 
it is chemically resistant to most 
solvents.” 
In war it is used to Insulafci 
radar circuits. In peace it is used 
as sheeting in the packaging of 
frozen foods. It coats paper used 
as inner layer of multiwall bags. 
It toughens some fabrics. It makes 
unbreakable bottles and dlshware. 
Molders and fabricators are devel­ 
oping new uses. These will come 
along, Dr. Kuhn says, when the 
polyethylene production can be ex­ 
panded to meet the demand, now 
running far ahead of supply. 
What the petro-chemical in­ 
dustry must do is to find ways to 
cut production costs. Then, Dr. 
Kuhn says, the little brother of 
the oil Industry will reach matur­ 
ity fast.

It may be a case of out of the 
frying pan into the fire lor the be­ 
leaguered Tribe, who open a two- 
game series with the Red Sox today 
in Boston. The Red Sox, winners of 
six of their last seven starts and 
fresh from a 12-5 rcwnp over the 
Chicago White Sox, are only a game 
and a half behind Cleveland in this 
tense three-team American League 
race. 
OLD CLEVELAND CUSTOM 
Losing to New York is an ol( 
Cleveland custom. In the last 20 
years the Indians have won only one 
season series from the Yankees 
That probably accounts for only one 
Cleveland championship during tha 
time. 
Oddly enough, the Indians* edge 
over the Vtnkees did not come In 
1948, Cleveland's pennant winning 
year. It came In 1945—a 12 to nine 
edee—when the Indians wound up 
fifth. But they had the satlsfac- 
tfon of seeing the Yankees place 
fourth, the lowest New York finish 
since 1925. 
It was Phil Rlzzuto, the shortest 
of the Yanks, who beat the Indians 
yesterday with the shortest of hits.

Incidentally, note that East Park 
la an excellent early season bass 
water and 1» worth serious consid­ 
eration when the season reopens in 
the spring. Coyote was a fair bass 
lake early but fizzled out. It should 
be better next year as it has not 
been long stocked with the bronz- 
backs. 
The white crappies, like the black 
crapples already common to north 
ern California, provide fine light 
tackle fishing and most excellent 
feed for black bass. The addition 
goes along with the propagation of 
the golden shiners and the hard 
^ead minnows, which the division 
s using to provide food fish for bass 
throughout the northern part of the 
state. 
The Bureau of Fish Conservation 
working on a map of black bass 
waters simlliar to the steelhead and 


striper maps already available. 
for one am mighty anxious to see 
it, for I am convinced that not 
third of the state's potential bass 
water is properly fished. 
• • • 
The mention of the striper map 
caUs up the notation that the striped 
bass season is really getting under 
way in the delta country. Waters 
around the mouth of the Napa river 
and at Antioch have been producing 
well, and Tom Sawyer, harbormaster 
at Frank’s fishing resort, reports 
limits of big ones are becoming the 
common thing,I 
The salmon season also is at about 
its peak. Very few boats are coming 
In now without limits and the aver­ 
age fish is running around 25 
pounds. Some big ones of better 
than 40 aye being taken but the 
season hasn’t produced the runs of 
50 pounders and better so far. They 
may move in any time.

SAN PRANCISCO—Many import­ 
ant new laws affecting California 
hunters will go Into effect Satur­ 
day as a result of recent legislative 
action, warns the Division of Plslu 
and Game. 
Some of the new rulings to be 
added to the state’s fish and game 
oode make ft unlawful to; 
Hunt with flrearms or bow and 
arrow when Intoxicated; 
Carry a loaded rifle or shot gun 
in any vehicle traveling—or even 
standing—on any highway or public 
way; 
Fire a weapon within 150 yards 
of any occupied house, bare, or other 
building, without express permls 
Sion of the structure’s owner or resi­ 
dent keeper: 
Kill or wound any human, while 
hunting; 
Abandon or fall to give aid to 
any person accidentally killed or In­ 
jured In a hunting accident; 
Spotlight any game animal while 
earndng a firearm or weapon; 
Damage or participate In dam­ 
aging private property, Including 
leaving gates open hr hare down, or 
causing a real or potential danger to 
livestock. 
By proclamation of the governor 
any area may be dosed to hunting 
or fishing because of potential lire 
hazard, as determined by the state 
forester. 
Also effective September 33 Is the 
lifting of the restriction on the sale 
of deer hides. Legally taken deer 
hides which have been held for 10 
days after close of season may be 
•old, purchased, tanned, or manu­ 
factured into artldes for sale. 
No flrearms hunting deer tags will 
be issued the same year to a hunt­ 
er who possesses an archery deer 
tag. Tags will be Issued by hunt­ 
ing district, making it ,unlawful 
to use a two-deer tag in a one-deer 
district.

Governor Warren announced yes­ 
terday he had “drafted” and will 
appoint Seth Gordon, former Penn­ 
sylvania game administrator, to the 
113,000 a year directorship of Cali­ 
fornia’s new Department of Fish 
and Game. 
A 1951 legislative act establishing 
the present division oigflsh and game 
as a separate state department, and 
stripping the Fish and Game Oom- 
misslon of its present administrative 
powers, takes effect Saturday. 
A 
whole series of new laws governing 
hunting and fishing activities be­ 
comes effective next Friday at mid­ 
night. 
Gordon ha* been a prominent fig­ 
ure in national wildlife activities 
for thirty-eight years, more than 
twenty-eight of which he spent as 
chief admlnlstratíve olllcer for the 
Pennsylvania Game Commisston. He 
is'a former president of the Ameri­ 
can Game Association and former 
conservation director of the Izaak 
Walton League of America. 
Gordon came to California in 
1943 as special consultant in the 
State Wildlife Conservation Board. 
This agency was charged with plan­ 
ning and authorizing expenditure of 
$0^,000 appropriated by the legis­ 
lature for capital projects In re-

Pheasant season opens November 
n to November 20. inclusive.

of my enlisted men have had 16- 


Inch gun experience.'* 
The skipper wasn't bothered, how­ 
ever. “Well make up for It In 
training,** he said. 
He spoke fondly of the mighty 
vessel which carried P r e s i d e n t 
Roosevelt to the Teheran (xmferencc 
and then Joined the Pacific ñeet late 
in World War H. 
“She’s a perfectly beautiful ship,’* 
Smedberg said. “She handles like a 
destroyer. 
"This is no battleship. This is the 
heaviest cruiser in the world apd 


we can do anything a cruiser can 
do. We can go 17,000 mllea without 
refueling. 
“What I’d like to do In case of 
a really big war. I’d like to take this 
ship and a nice, fast small aircraft 
caiiler and go all over the world.
